ORDERS. 


The students have filled special orders for firms to the amount of 
$426. Designs to the amount of $2,119 50 have been sold during the year. 
Applications are constantly received for teachers and designers from every 
department of the school. 


The plans made by the Architectural Department for a hospitaha in San 
Francisco were chosen by competition, and the hospital is now in pros. . 
cess of erection, 
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The students of the Architectural Class who were admitted to member- 
ship in Névember in the New York Sketch Club, and sent sketches and 
plans to the exhibition in January, received Second Honorable Mention. 


The plans sent the Exhibition of the Architectural League-of New 
York in December and January were accepted and were hung on the 
line—the first time in the history of the League that women’s work has 
received the same recognition as men’s. 


At the earnest solicitation of the Trustees of the Cincinnati Memorial 

Museum the School has presented eleven designs of Indian maize applied 
~ to silk, wall paper, and book covers, made by the students iu competition 
for the prizes offered by the Ari Amateur Magazine in April, 1893 


At the request of the Board of Managers of the California Mid-Winter 
Exposition the school exhibit of 200 designs at the World’s Fair was sent 
to California, free of all expense, to be exhibited from January to July, 
and has been awarded three gold medals and one silver medal. 


Miss Mary Gannon, of the Architectural Department, has received and 
completed an order for a summer cottage. 


Mrs. Hopkins has been requested by H. R. H. Princess Christian to 
aid her in establishing a School of Applied Design for Women in London, 
in connection with the Royal Kensington School of Art Needlework, on 
the same plan and basis as the New York school. The London school 
will open in February, 1895.
